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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 27-30, 32-37 and 39-52 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 27-30, 32-37 and 39-52 are allowable because the prior art of record 

neither anticipated nor rendered obvious that a backlight device comprises various 
related elements as claimed with specific features recited in the claims 27 and 51 as 
follows: 

a light guide plate comprising a first surface facing the array of point light sources 
and a second surface emitting light passing through the light guide plate, wherein the 
first surface comprising a two dimensional array of convex structure (or protrusions), 
with each convex structure (or each protrusion) aligned with a point light source in the 
array of point light sources, wherein each convex structure (or each protrusion) has a 
dome shaped recess directly facing each point light source as shown in Figs. 3 and 4.
